STRATHMEATH WINS THE DERBY.

Klogmanu and Other Fast Horses Easily De-
feated—High Tariff Falls Dead.

CHI1CcAGO, June 20,.—Death to one horse;
$10,000 to another—that was the American
Derby of 15801. A scarlet flash on the hon-
zon, half s hundred thousand people breath-
Jess, the gleam of white beneath & wire,
snd the richest stake race ever
run n the West was at an end
It was by Strathmeath, New
York’s favorite son, the battle royal
was won. Half a mile off where had peen
the thick of the fight, lay motionless on the
track the corpse of his foe to the death,
High Tariff. Tom Kiley, the gallant beast’s
rider. twice a Derby victor on that very
course, had this time pushed the limit of
equine endurance. There was a sudden
plunge upward, a queer stagger of twenty
yards, and High Tariff sunk down into the
mud lifeless.

Whether in voint of great horses, famous
Jockies, magnificence of fashionable display

and marvelous outpouring of people, as
well as 1 the sensational incidents and

bulky purse, probably no such race was
ever witnessed this side of the Alleghenies
~gertainly not in Chicago.

No one of the seven Derbies that in pre-
eeding years have made Washington
Park’s celebrity more than fringed in inter-

ests the classic event of to-day. Just
enough brilliance shone through the partly

overcast sky to light up the hundreds of
gsy bonnets and bright-hued parasols that

peeped out everywhere from club-house to
gate. Such a multitude of the fair sex as

put in appearance was something wholly
uvaprecedented here, and so great wae the
crush that hundreds of them were wedged
helplessly 1n the enormons mob of hetero-
geneous male sports that packed the lawn
solid in front of the betting ring.

But for the jam of humanity, the day
would have been the perfection of temper-
ature for the spectators. Once within the
confines of the park, however, faces speed-
ily flusbed, and perspiration dripped as the
sager thousands pushed each other back-
Ward and forward in huge waves. Noaisle
or stairway in the grand-stand afforded an
inch of unused standing room. Its galle-
ries and roof were biack with people, while
the approaches from end to end of the
stretch, 1ncluding even the club-house
grounds, reserved for members and friends,
were full almost to suffocation. The in-
fileld showed line afterline of vehicles, tally-

hos, victorias, cabs and what not—loaded
down with people—stretching in bewilder-

ing succeasion far beyond the point to the

vear where by any possibility a glimpse of
the course mli be had. Stable tops,
telegraph poles and fences to oach point of

compass seemed literally festooned
with would-be lookers-on hanging to pick-
ots or other points of vantage as 1f life de-
pended on the result.

THE HORSES AND RIDERS.
Everybody agreed that, despite the yield-
ing, dustiess condition of the soil that re-
oent rains had left, the race, with the array

of powerful horses entered, was to be a
struggle fit for kings to see, or, for that
matter, & worthy spectacle for the vast
throng of American sovereigns that had
gathered on the course. Of the ten noble

brutes that were to make the contest, the
unbeaten Kingman, not to mention High

Tariff, Forerunner, Valeria and Mitchell,
bad in many a bard Western race, under
similar track condlt.lonll. given evidence of
remarkable form. On Eastern tracks Pes-
sara and Sunow Ball were no less notable.
Ludowic was looked upon by Californisns
who were, supposedly, best able to judge
bim. as almost certain to prove a surprise,
while Stratbmeath, regarded as the all-
round best of last {a“" two-year-olds, had
been reserved all the present season solely
for this race,
“Snapper” Garrison, Taral, Covington
and Fitzpatrick, four a8 crack jockeys as
oat an equnf number now on the turf,
ad been brounght specially from New York
for the race, and it was current gossip that
Garrison's pet ambition was to ride an
American Derby winrer. Tom Kiley, too,
the winning jockey of the two latest great
Chicago contests, was to have a mount, ana
with it a chance. if successful, to equal
the record here of the ideal rider, Isaac
Murphy.
80 intent was the huge concourse of peo-
le in the real event of the day thai the
two races passed almost unnoticed, ex-
cept whon lsaac Lewis. who was to ride the
formidable Kingman in the Derby, appeared
in the second race astrideof Santiago. The
friends of the blue-grass Derby favorite
gave a volley of encouraging cheers as they
noticed how deftly he handled himself in
the saddle. Again the Kingman admirers
applauded when Lewis forged in the front
with Bantiago in the back stretch, and the
enthusiasm became goneral as Lewis, taking
the dryer ground near the outside fence,
ped in & winner. Many & misguided
entuckian and other well-meaning persons
now straightysy went to the betting-
booths and pinned beautifc), long n
billson Kingman, in the faith that Ig:ll
could repeat the trick in the Derby.

“BOOKIES"” SURROUNDED BY A MOB.

The confusion in the book-makers’
quarters as the time for the big race ap-

proached was, by long odds, the worst ever
witnessed at Washington Park and the
bedlam, scarcely mitigated, spread wo the
other portions of the grounds. 8o many
thousand wild steers at the stock-yards
could hardly have made such a bellowing
or » more maddening jostle. The roof
over the book-makers’ heads had by this
time become covered with gamesters un-
able to gain admission below, The lice,
fearing that the frail supports woulr give

way, causing perhaps the loss of scores of
lives, attempted to clear the veled plat-
form. To avoid the officers’ olubs, many

on the roof jumped plumply into the masa

of people on the lawn. BSuddenly the

pports creaked as the line of blue 20ats

back en-masse the crowd, and their

act olearly demonstrated that 1t was less

perilous to allow the reckless mob to re-
main unmolested.

The hubbub was at its height when
“Snapper” Garrison, lithely resting on the
back of Snowball, cantered out in view
and ocentered every eye on the track. He

At last the bugle sounded for the race,
and a frightful crush began to secure ad-
vantageous positions from which to view
the race. For a moment at this jonecture
all eyes were turned to a vigorous-looking
colt that was galloping toward the grand-
stand. The familiar face of George Cov-
ington was seen in the saddle. “It's
Strathmeath!” shouted thousands. Sure
enough, it was the Junior Champion win-
ner. He was cheered to the echo by his
many admirers. Next came Kingman, the
hero of Louisville and Latonia. Shout
after shout went up as the great son of
Glengarn galioped by the stand. The
Campbell pair were next, and one by one
the horsess found their way to the starter’s
post, Starter Sheridan mounted his box
anpd lectured the boys. Then the horses
were placed in line and were ready for the
start.

OFF AT THE THIRD TRIAL.

The first trial was false, half a dozen re-
fusing to break. The second attempt was
without resnlt. At the third trial the
horses moved in solid phalanx toward the
starter. Mr. Sheridan's red flag was poised
in the air for an instant and with a swish
descended. A mighty shont went up from
the multitude, “They’re off!” Then the tip-
toed thousands realized with a thrill of de-
light that the great Derby wasen.

Forerunner, as if inspired by his name,
jumped to the front and. closely followed
by Pessara and Poet Scovt, led to the first

tarn; Lodowic was last, five lengths away.
Comiug down the streteh Poet Scont had
forged to the front, Strathmeath, who had
been in the rear division, movin&up to sec-
ond place, and Kingman thir Passing
the stand these positivns were steadily
maintained. At the turn Michael had
worked to the tront and set & merry pace
down the back-stretoh, Poet Scont still
second, while Kingman and Strathmeath,
the two favorites, went back to the bunch.
It was at this point that the sensation of
the day took place. High Tariff, & stake-
winner at Louisville, and ridden by Kiley,
had started sixth as the fiag fell, and had
been shoved relentlessly through the heavy
going, notwithstanding bis 127 pounds
weight. Kiley, by sheer force of will,
seemed determined to make a ahowin&
equaling his past record on the course an
sullicient witbin human possibility to
again ean-¥ off the lanrels. Well did the
good animal respond to Kiley's calls. He
was visibly gaining apd h assed three
competitors when nature rebelled. An in-
stant later the fleet racer was a hopeless
cripvle, floundering wildly 1n the mire—a
very caricature of his former self. Kiley
regretfully tried to check the poor wreck,
and at last succeeded, only a moment later
to feel the animal tremble and fall in &
heap. Kiley hastily extricated himself
anhurt.
_ Meanwhile the pace of the others, never
halting for the mishap, had been geiting
‘aotter and hotter, and the horses swung
into the stretch with Poet Seout in
front, Strathmeath second and Michael
third. Overton now began to ride the
leader desperately, and ior a moment it
looked as if he might win, but Covington
brought Strathmenth by the outer rails up
with a rush, stealing the former tactics of
Kingman’s rider and won by an open length
without the use of whip or spur. Poet
Scout was second, half a length before
Kingman third. Time, 2:401.

RESULT OF OTHER EVENTS.

Of the other races decided two were won
by favorites, and as Strathmeath carried
the bulk of the money in the Derby the
crowd went home happy. Following are
the details.

Good Sport at Sheepshead Bay.
SAEEsHEAD Bay, June 20.—There wasa
great outpouring here to-day, aud when
the first field faced Mr. Caldwell faully
twelve thousand persons were present. It

was the first time since the Suburban that
race-goers had had a glimpse of the sun,

and they thoroughly enjoyed it. The track,
while not fast, bad dried out nicely and
was in good shape. The card was a good
one, and besides the ordinary over-night

ovents contained the Sarf and the Tidal
stakes and the Bheepshead B;’y handicap.
The firat was won by Merry Monarch, the
favorite, while after one of the best fin-
ishes of the meeting, Fortchester wou the
Tidal stakes from Russell, the favorite, by
a short head. Judge Morris was an entire-
ly different borse in the Lhandicap from
what he haa been heretofore this year, and,
admirably ridden by Jimmy McLaaghlin
he won & grand race. The other events all
furnished good contests, and as favoritios
were successful in the majority of them,
the talent lett the track well satisfied.

AQUATIC AND ATHLETIC.

Cornell Easily Outrows Columbia in the
Two-Mile Freshman's Race.

New Loxpox, Conn., June 20.—The two-
mile race between the Cornell and Colum-
bia Freshman College crews was rowed
over the Thames river course, from Win-
throp Point to the naval station, this even-
ing. Cornell proved an eaay victor, win-
ning by three and a half langths in ten
minates and thirty seconds. The contest

was viewed by comparatively few people,
a8 not much interest was taken in

the event. The contestants backed
ap to their starting point at
6:35 P. M., and Referee Ives, of Yale, quick-
ly gave the word. Columbia caught the
water first and gained a slight advantage,
but this lead was only temporary. Cornell
soon settled down to business, and pulling
a powerful stroke of forty per minute,
gradually crept up alongside of the Celum-
bia crew, and just before the guarter mile

was reached Cornell led by three-fourths

of a length. Both crews were pulling in
fairly good formm. At the half-mile

flag Cornell had one and one-half
length the best of it and had the race well
in hand. They then took matters easy and
at the mile were leading by the same dis-
distance. Several of the Columbia crew
showed signs of distress at this point.
Cornell crew continued to row 1n good
form and finished ar easy winner, three
and a half lengths ahead. Assoon asthe
Columbia crew crossed the line No, 6 fell
over in the seat completely exhausted. He
did not recover for fully three minutes.
The Cornell crew finished strong and
rowed back to their quarters, a distance of
two and a half miles. Cornell averaged
forty and Columbia thirty-eight strokes
per minute throughout the race.

MUST LIMIT THEIR TICKETS.

Protest from the Big l‘gur. the Pennsylvanias,
the Monon and the C., H. & D,

CHICAGO, June 20.—Commissioner C. E.
Fulton, of the Chicago and Ohio River
Traffic Association, has issued a circular
signed by the general passenger agents of
the Big Four, the Pennsylvania, the Monon

An Old Case Decided.

Cricaco, June 20.—Justice Harlan, sit-
ting in the United States Circuit Court, de-
cided the long-contested litigation over the
old Chicago, Danville & Vincennes (now
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois) brought by
C.C. Merriam and other ju.gment creditors
of the vid company, Theaction was in the
nature of & creditors’ bill to compel the
Chicago & Eastern Illinois to pay the judg-
ment creditors of the old road, it being

alleged there was frand and collusion in the
sale of it. It was also sought to compel
Edwin Walker, Jos. Young and others to

ay judgments from funde paid them
g,v the Eastern Illinois, possi-
bly for bonds which Walker bhad
but which complainant alleged were given
him for the purpose of allowing fraudulent
foreclosure to proceed. Justice Harlan
held that the Eastern Illinois could not be
held by the creditors of the old road, but
that Walker and Young must turn over
bonds to their creditors, allowing Walker,
however, a reasonable sum for attorney’s
fees. The suit as to the Eastern Illinois
road was dismissed, and will be appealed
by Merriam et al. to the new Appellate
Court. If Justice Harlan’s decision is sus-
tained it means a saving of $500,000 for the
Chicago & Eastern Illinois. Attorney
Walker will be compelled to pay some-
thingd like $100,000 for bonds which he re-
tained.

The Boycott Not Successful,

CHICAGO, June 20.—The board of rulings
of the Eastern roads has been trying mn
vain to induce the transmissouri lines to
unite in the boycott against the Chicago &
Alton. At the meeting of the Transconti-
nental Association in this city a resolution
dzawn up by the board of rulings was pre-
‘sented indorsing the order of last January
to discontinue the payment of commis-
sions. The question was defea Re-

orts arein circulation that some of the

astern roads have grown very tired of the
boycott, and one by one are quietly resum-
ing the sale of Alton tickets. Officials of
the Alton mapifest no interest in the situ-
ation whatever. They say that the East-
ern lines can resume the sale of their tick-
ets or not as the{ please; it makes no differ-
ence to them. Under any ocircumstances

they will not recede an inch from their
present position.

The Fight Against the Soo.
CHiCcAGO, June 20.—Vice-chairman Don-
ald, of the Central Traffic Association, has
advised Chairman Finley, of the Western
Passenger Association, that in meeting the
rates of the Soo the Western roads must

observe the following rules: No round-trip
tourist tickets shall be issned at pointe in
or through trunk-line territory. No round-
trip tickets shall be sold to Baffalo; no
round-trnp tickets shall be issued to a des-
tination reached by crossing a line draw'n
through Portland, Me.; Rocheater, N. Y.;
Concord, N. H.; Hutland, Vt., and Platts-
burg, N. Y. This arrangement must be
considered nas void and révoked if compe-
tition with the Soo line results in a redue-
tion of rates from St. Paul and Minneapolis
to an equality with the fare obtained from
Chicago. e

Disposed of the Tourist-Rate Question,

8t. Lovis, June 20.—The 8t. Lonis Associ-
ation of General Passenger Agents has dis-
posed of the summer tourist rate-sheet
question affecting St. Louis territory.

THE ADVANCE IN SILVER.

Mr. Leech Thinks It Was Caused by Trade
Demands and Not by a Poel.
Speecial to the Indianapoiis Journsl .
WASHINGTON, June 20.—Secarcely a da
comes now that does not bring something
to attract attention in financial circles.
This morning’s reports from New York
about the existence of an international
silver-bullion pool and the sharp advance
in the price of silver created a dec‘dod
fluarry, although they were viewed ca.aly
at the Treasury Department. The factis
there have been s0o many canards circu-
lated recently against the condition of the
treasury, and so many Democratic efforts
made to stampede the financial credit of
the federal government, that the Treasury
officials have become *‘“stampede-proof,”

and cannot be made to lose their heads.
“There is nothing strange about the ad-
vance in silver,” said Mr. Leech, Director
of the Mint, to your correspondent. *“It is
but natural that the price of bullion should
sdvance at this time. It went too high
last winter when Congreass threatened to
pass a free-coinage bill, and after we en-

larged our silver consumption and prom-
i the fullest recognition of that product
the zold nations of Europe set their teeth
sp. 8t silver, refusing 1t on ewery hand,
ana :bhat, with the disaprouintment of the
‘bulle’ on the market, haa the eftect of fore-
inf it down to an abnormally low point.
Silver should be somewhat higher, natar-
ally, and, I think, will go up a few pointas
from what it has been for several months—
possibly not above what it is to-day, and
remain there.

“One of the reasons silver is advancing.”
continued Mr. Leech, *‘is that India bas an
enormous wheat crop to be sold very soon
and she wants silver for it. Then Portugal
is beginning to coin eilver and some of the
nations to the south of us, mnotably the
Argentine Republic, are moving toward a
silver basis. Silver with us reached the
bottom the other day when it touched 97. I
think it will be above that figure all the
time bhereafter. I amunable to aceount for
the heavy exports of gold during the past
two days, but I think it mostly goes to
France to meet some specific demand. Itis
not significant.”

Another Thwmmu in Price.

NEw YORK, June 20.—The Post says: Sil-
ver bullion certificates supplied a good
share of the stock market’s business to-day,
the total business of the two hours running
up to 273,000 ounces, with a gain in price of
6g of a cent per ounce. It is worth while to
call attention to the very prevalent belief
that the advance of 134 in these certificates
since Wedneaday was due solely to the

heavy East Indian demand on London.
There is no doubt that such a demand ex-
ists, It is natural at this period of the
year and London exports of silver to India,
at last reports, were nearly £1,500,000
less than those in the same period in 1890,
But this gives not the slightest ground ‘on
which to build assumptions of a small sup-
ply of silver on the general market. For
that there are no reliable statistica to be
bad. Moreover, an abrupt and sudden ad-
vance such as that of the present week
could not well have been occasioned by the
condition of the foreign bullion market,
the facts concerning which have long been
familiar. As a matier of fact, the bullion
houses with London connections have been
sellersof silver certificates this week, while
the buying has come from the houses
which operated with the ‘‘congressional
poel” last year.

ADDRESS TO THE PUBLIC.

The National Ezxecutive Silver Committes
Gives Ita Views on Free Coinage.

New Yorx, June 20.—The national execu-
tive silver committee, which met at the
Hoffman Houee last night, was in session
again most of the day. There were present
Gen. A. J. Warner, of Ohio, chairman;
Francis G. Newiands, of Nevada, vice-
chairman; L. M. Rumsey, of Missouri, and
Lee Crandall, of Washington, secretary.
Hon. Edward Pierrepont was unable to be
present. Senators Jones and Stewart, of
Nevada, were at the hotel, and gave the
committee the benefit of their advice. As
a result of their deliberations the commit-
tee gave ont this evening the following ad-
dress to the public:

“The national exeoutive silver committee
desires to call the attention of the country
to the object lesson which is being exhib-
ited in the desperate struggle of the great
financial institations on bota sides
of the Atlantic to increase the
gold reserves to avord bankrupt-
cy and ruin, and that any increase
by one neceaurll{)dlmmuhu the reservos
of the others. Why should such a condi-
tion of things exist in a time of profound
peace and abundant barvests! Why should
ali the great banking institutions attribate
stagnation and hard times to scarcity of
money, while they are exerting all their
power to make money scarce by adhering
to the gold standard when they admit that
there isnot enough gold to waintain the
business or credit of the commercial world?
For eighteen years the bamis of creditin
gold standard countries has becen
growing narrower as the single stand-
srd has Dbeen extended, and the
production of gold falien oft, while
the structure of great credit has been grow-
ing proportionately lurger and more ine-
secure, until the relation of credit to
actual money, as disclosed in the Barings’
failure on gold standard Ensland. has
alarmed the world, and started anew the
scramble for gold that threatens all busi-
ness undertakings and stalks as & menace
to every legitimate enterprise. :

The remedy is in the restoration of bi-
metallism. 1’lace our money system again
upon the broad basis of gold and silver as
the money of ultimate redemption, instead
of gold alone. Support the creait
structure of the anks and the
country by both the metals under free
aud unlimited coinage. A stable and
not » finctuating currency is required by
legitimate business. Who can doubt that
grutor lhhilil{ resides in money coined

rom the meta sutomatically regulated
